| guiding the pilot along the air high- 
| way, the radio beacon stations trans- 
mit weather reports every 15 min- 
utes, which include wind velocity, 
visibility, and general weather condi- 
tions, giving ample warning to the 
pilot to control his flight accordingly. 

Radio beams have been established 
by the Canadian Government at five 
points in the Prairie Provinces: For- 
est, Regina, Maple Creek, Lethbridge, 
and Red Decr. ‘These stations, hav- 
ing an effective range of 125 miles, 
east and west, and operating on a 
wave length of from 800 to 1,300 
metres, give out a beam on the pro- 
per course of the air mail route. 
While the operating companies are 
responsible for the equipment of their 
‘planes, all aids to air navigation, 
comprising meteorological — service, 
teletype line, radio beacons, lighting 
and emergency flying fields are pro- 
vided and maintained by the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa. 


Movie Pictures Of Blond Eskimos 


Record Is Obtained Of Natives Of 
Northern Hinterland 
After obtaining 15,000 feet of movie 
films of the famous “b!<nde Eskimos” 
of the Arctic during a year's stay in 
that region and flying by aeroplane 
over the magnetic pole, Richard 
Fitinie, son of O. S. Finnie, of Ottawa, 
director of the Northwest Territories, 
has just reached Edmonton. 


Danger and excitement have been’ 


crowded into the experiences of the 
young Canadian who dared the rigors 
of the Arctic belts, in the interests of 
science and government records. 

He lived at times with the Eskimos 
in their igloos, pictured them after 
making friends by an infectious smile, 
and made yaluable records of their 
habits and conditions of living. 

Mr. Finnie was a member of the 
Major Burwash party that made the 
hazardous trip to Kipg William land 
last September and found relics of 


the ill-fated Sir John Franklin expe- 


dition, 

On that trip, Mr. Finnie handled 
the cameras while valuable map 
work was done by Major Burwash. 

Since last fall, Mr. Finnie has been 
living among the natives, studying 
their ways and conditions in order to 
have accurate information on which 
to base his report to the federal au- 


thorities. He found the Eskimos 
friendly at all times. 
Speaking of the blonde Eskimos 


from Victoria land or King William 
land, Mr. Finnie said they intermingle 
with those along the coast, where 
they come to trade and fish. 

These Eskimos are not actually 
blonde but are of a light complexion 
while those along tH coast are rather 
dark-skinned in comparison, he stated.

Will Return Warships 


French Government To Return To 
Soviet Government Old Vessels | 
Interned During War | 

The French government has an-| 
nounced that the Ministry of Marine 
was prepared to give back to the 
Soviet Russian government the 12 
former Tzarist warships which have 
been turning to rust in the blue 
waters of Bizerta harbor, Tunisia. | 

The Moscow government was re-! 
ported to be preparing to ask France 
to return the warships. France would 
be more than pleased, for Bizerta| 
harbor is none too big and the pres-| 
ence of the old warships congests the 
harbor. 
~The fleet includes one first-line! 
battleship, one cruiser, one auxiliary 
cruiser, five destroyers and four sub- 
marines, 

These vessels were used to evacuate 
the Wrangel army, carrying them 
from Crimea to Tunis, where they 
were split up, the soldiers and officers 
scattering over the world while the 
warships were interned. 

Since that time the ships have been 
unattended and it ts doubtful if they 
could ever be made seaworthy again, 
The wooden decks have rotted under 
the African sun and rains, the bot- 
toms are covered with barnacles and 
the sides are red with rust. The boil- 
ers and engines have rusted and fallen 
apart. 

The French government will reply 
to Moscow that there is no objection 
to Soviet sailors taking the vessels 
over, but Russia must bear all the ex- 
pense of returning them to a Russian 
port.
